PERMITTED  ARSENICAL  CATTLE  DIP 

Distributor 

Permission  has  been  granted  to  Atlantic  Mercantile  Co.,  109-123  West  64th 
Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  for  the  distribution  of  Tic-Tox,  an  arsenical  cattle  dip, 
under  the  trade  name  of  Altex,  for  use  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks. 
This  dip  is  manufactured  by  Baird  &  McGuire,  Inc.,  Holbrook,  Mass.  The 
dilution  for  dipping  cattle  for  interstate  movement  is  1  gallon  of  dip  to  not  more 
than  127  gallons  of  water.  This  will  yield  a  solution  containing  not  less  than 
0.22  percent  actual  arsenious  oxide.
